Meters would be installed on a 
12-month trial basis, the salesman 
said. and 50 per cent of meter re- 
venue would go to the company un- 
til such time as the machines were 
fully paid for. 

In the case of street widening, 
the meter company would have its 
own engineer make the changes at 
a charge to the town.
